NO LIVES WERE LOST 

AT SANTA CRUZ 

Oakland, April 20. — The Associated 
Press correspondent arrived here late 
today, having come over tho Santa 
Cruz mountains by vehicles. He re- 
ports that Santa Cruz has not been 
seriously damaged and no lives were 
lost. The damage there is estimated 
at $200,000. 

A terrible landslide occurred on 
Loma Prleta mountain. Nine men 
were buried alive In their cabins at 
the Hinckley Creek mill of the Loma 
Prleta Lumber Co. 

Watsonvllle sustained much damage 
to buildings, the Pajaro Valley Hank, 
the Porter building and the.

DIFFICULTIES OF THE 

TELEGRAPH SERVICE 

San Francisco, April 20. — The deliv- 
ery of telegraphic messages from out- 
side points to people in San Francisco 
is an impossibility. The messenger 
service of both tho big telegraph com- 
panies no longer exists. Even had 
the companies an army of messengers 
they would be of little value, for the 
reasons that the people are scattered 
far and wide and that a journey from 
the ferry building to the Western 
Addition, or to the refuge camps, con- 
sumes hours.

YESTERDAY MORNING 

New York. April 20.— The Western 
Union received the following despatch 
from San Francisco shortly before 9 
o'clock a. in., Pacific coast time: "Tho 
lire in the residence section has been 
slopped at Octavia street and is now 
confined to Telegraph, hill.

Los Angeles, April 20. — Several men 
prominent in local business life who 
passed through the earthquake horror 
at San Jose reached home today. 
Among them were State Senator Cor- 
nelius Pendleton, J. P. Maler of the 
Maier & Scobeil Brewing Co., and, 
Thomas Thompson. They arrived ' 
home today. All of them had thrilling; 
escapes in tic; northern city. Speak- 
ing of his experience; Senator Peudlc- 1 
ton said: 

"After the earthquake we made the 
rounds of the city In an automobile and ' 
saw al least twenty dead there. At 
Agnews hospital for the insane we • 
counted sixty dead among the Inmates; I 
there are a good many more. Prac- 
tically every brick and stone structure- 
in San Jose was either totally or par- 
tially demolished. AVe were all quar- ' 
tereil at. the Vendome Hotel. The 
shock of the earthquake was so severe 
that the floors and walls of the build- 
ing collapsed al once, and those of us 
who escaped made our way as best wo 
could out of the ruins. 

Roof Held Up by Tree 

"We had a room on ihe side of the 
hotel near a large tree. The side wall 
of my loom fell against this tree, 
which also sustained that, portion of 
the root', preventing it from falling in 
on ns. Sly room was on the second 
floor, but when 1 picked myself up I 
was in the basement of the building. 

t crawled up and out over the debris 
and escaped through a window on a 
level with the ground. Alter getting 
out 1 discovered that this was one of 
the third storey windows. Those, of 
us who were uninjured al once set. 
about assisting the less fortunate. I 
saw one dead in the hotel. This was 
a woman. We carried her out. The 
remainder of the dead were in various 
parts of the town. 

"The residence district was not, 
badly damaged. Martial law had been 
declared In the city when we left. 
Among the large buildings that were 
totally demolished were the . hall of 
justice, the. First Presbyterian Church, 
the Catholic cathedral, the Hale, block, 
the Vendome Hotel and several other 
large buildings thai I do not know 
the names of.

The 'long dasc/ussed questi'ion affecting 
the affairs of 'the Protostant Orphans'

Oakland, Cm!., April -20.— Refugees 
from San l^ranciseo continued to 
pour into this suburb until a late 
liour tonight, While no one was taken 
from this side of the hay into San Fran- 
cisco after li o'clock, the ferry-boats 
continued to land their cargo of human- 
ity on this side. 

Many harrowing -stories of hardship 
were told liy the refugees, women, in 
particular, having most, piteous experi- 
ences. One lady, the wife of an Asso- 
ciated Press employee, walked from the 
Western addition seven miles around 
the burned distflici and endured all sorts 
of hardships in order to reach the wa- 
lerfront ai North bench, where she was 
taken aboard a tug and later transferred 
to an Oakland ferry-boat. She said that 
she had nothing to eal for almost, two 
days and that her experience was no! 
exceptional, bill that there were tens of 
thousands of people far out on the hills 
toward tin West beach, in Golden date 
park, in vacant lots and along the North 
beach waterfront, without food or water. 
•Many were seeking (o reach the terry, 
lint thousands were camped in the hope 
that Che tin. would soon exhaust itself 
and that they mighl he aide to return 
to the place where I heir homes once 
stood, or to their houses, should they 
be so fortunate as to have one left. 
Fought for Walnuts 

In the extre ivesl end of the city 

the few grocery stores remaining open 
were besieged hy hungry crowds am! 
their supplies quickly exhausted. In 
one place two moil fought over a hag of 

walnuts, the only food remaining in 
the store. It is said Mini a loaf of 
bread sold for SI and that soda crack- 
ers retailed at ID cents apiece. 

Oakland is reeling the effects loniglil 
or Hie .ureal iiillux of refugees from Ihe 
burned city across the hay.

because no supplies could be bad until 
inormug. Thousands of people are wan- 
dering til rough the city seeking a place 
to sleep and there are few private homes 
tonight that don't house a refugee from 
Ban Francisco. 

There has been a great rush of peo- 
ple from Los Angeles mid oilier Califor- 
nia cities to this place, many of tboKC 
arriving here being residents of San 
Francisco who rushed back when they 
learned of the terrible calamity to tbqlr 
city. Hundreds of others enme to as- 
certain the fate (if friends or to look nft- 
er their material interests. 

liotb the Southern Pacific and the 
Santa Fo lines south front Oakland 
brought in trainlnad after trainlond and 
few. if any of the passengers landed in 
Oakland' have been able to reach the 
other side of the bay. Even those who 
did succeed in crossing through the de- 
vastated city were unable to locate their 
•families or their friends. As the tire 
swept westward toward the residence 
section, people vacated their homes and 
sought safety wherever they could. 

State militiamen and local police pa- 
trol the streets in the business section 
of Oakland tonight, and have establish- 
ed lines about the buildings, damaged 
hy the earthquake that are considered 
unsafe. There is absolutely no disorder 
or confusion in Oakland, notwithstand- 
ing the thousands of refugees who have 
boeii brought across the bay today. 

Every train leaving Oakland is load- 
ed to its utmost capacity with persons 
•seeking to get away. Most of these arc 
women and children, who are beintr sent, 
to various California cities until ihe 
situation is improved. Thousands are 
either on the way or seeking to secure 
transportation to Los Angeles. Il is un- 
derstood tonight that the railroad com- 
panies will refuse to bring in anyone 
who cannot show sufficient cans., for 
coining here. 

Telegraph Companies Swamped 
Although telegraphic communication 
was established this evening with, (he 
Kerry building on the San Francisco 
side, only a very limited amount of mat- 
ter could he handled. The telegraph 
company would receive but a tew hun- 
dred words of press matter, giving the 
wires over to pressing commercial busi- 
ness. It is probable that by tomorrow 
morning additional facilities will have 
been provided and detailed stories of ihe 
city's destruction can he handled from 
Unit side of the hay. The telegraph com- 
panies are completely swamped hy the 
enormous volume of messages reaching 
here as well as ihe crush of business 
tiled for the outside world. It is unlike- 
ly thai there will be any further news 
matter front the San Francisco side he- 
fore morning.

(Ju Lhe Full Court) 

Baiter vs. Smart and Leckle vs. 
Watt. — These appeals arc known us 
thiicnal oil land eases from Southeast 
j Kootenay. Judgments were read by 
Mr, Justice Irving allowing the appeal 
in the case of Baker vs. Smart, anil 
I dismissing the appeal of Leckle vs. 
Watt, while Duff ami Morrison, JJ., 
allowed the appeal in both eases. 

Baker vs. Smart was tin appeal from 
Martin, .1., who on the application of 
Smart Issued an order prohibiting 
Forin, Co. J., from proceeding further 
in certain petitions purporting to lie 
lodged under section 1) of tin- Coal 
.Minos Act, R. S. 1897, Ch. 137. In 
these proceedings Smart represents 
em-tain persons who are seeking to 
obtain coal areas in Kootenay district; 
while Baker represents the petitioners, 
adverse applicants for the sunn; lands. 
The petition, after selling out that 
Baker had complied with the statute 
relating to the staking of the land, 
etc., and had obtained a special licence 
to prospect a certain area, alleges thai 
Smart and those associated with him 
had also obtained a licence under the 
same statute over the same area. 

In Leckle vs. Watt, Leckle presented 
a petition to the county court judge, 
in which, after stating thai lie had 
complied with all the requirements of 
the statute, lie alleged thai the assist- 
ant commissioner of lands and works 
refused his application, on the ground 
that tlie kind tiad been granted In the 
British Columbia Southern Railway 
Company, but he contends that there 
was no authority whereby the lands 
were reserved from the operation of 
tin. Coal Mines Act Insofar aa pros- 
pecting; licences for oil were con- 
cerned, and that no valid objection 
was or could be substantiated to Jus- 
tify the chief commissioner of lands 
and works in refusing to grant the 
application. 

In the first ease the petitioners had 
a certain form of special licence issued 
by the chief commissioner, while t lie 
Leckle petitioners bad declined to ob- 
tain such licence. 

Sir Charles Hlbbert Tupper, K. ('., 
for appellants; Mr. Elliott lor re- 
spondents. 

lie Estate of Elizabeth Watkins, de- 
ceased. — This was an appeal. from Ir- 
ving, J., and was dismissed in a short 
judgment delivered by the Chief Jus- 
tice, concurred in by Duff and Morri- 
son, JJ. 

The main point taken by Mr. Elliott 
for the appellants .was tluit the muni- 
cipal taxes were not debts within the 
meaning of that word-OS used in the 
clause of the will of the deceased, by 
which she made the residuary estate 
a fund for the payment of "funeral 
and testamentary expenses and debts." 
It was also contended by Mr. Elliott 
that the effect of the language con- 
tained in section 15a of tile Municipal 
Clauses Act Is not to make the taxes 
a debt, but to enable them to be re- 
covered in the same way as a debt. 

The Full Court was of opinion that 
while no doubt the intention could 
have been more clearly expressed than 
it Is in the section referred to, yet the 
phrase "shall be prima facie evidence 
of the debt" Is sufficiently conclusive 
to show that they are made debts, and 
that under the old system of pleading 
they would found a good action of 
debt.

Pine Creek Power Co. vs. Pearse. — 
This was an appeal from Young. Co. 
I J., as to the validity of a mineral claim 
in Atlin district. Several objections 
wore taken to the validity of the claim, 
hut the appeal was allowed, following 
Mauley vs. Callom, in Imperfect stak- 
ing as absolutely fatal.

The defendants of- 
fered lo pay all the extra, expense 
occasioned by Ihe change, but the 
plaintiffs contended that the change 
would seriously prejudice them in the 
prosecution of their ease.

GREAT EARTHQUAKES. 

Earthquakes and volcanic eruptions 
are so closely related In cause ami 
effect that they cannot very well be 
considered apart In discussing his- 
torically or scientifically catastrophes 
such as the one' that has just visited 
California, and one that will from its 
magnitude and disastrous results rank 
'in history among the great earth- 
quakes. On account of the great loss 
of life and property that usually ac- 
accompanie.i them it is popularly 
supposed that they have much to 
do with altering the physical face, of 
the world, but as a matter of fact the 
result of the greatest of these is quite 
insignificant and altogether incom- 
parable with that of the slow change 
that Is constantly at work In elevating 
continents here and depressing land 
there. Earthquakes and volcanic erup- 
tions rather mark the stages of physi- 
cal unrest in the earth's interior than 
bring them about. 

We have traditions of the loss of 
the continent of Atlantis, but whether 
it was gradually submerged as the 
result of the change referred to, or 
marked the final plunge by upheaval 
that must have been world-wide and 
awful in its operations we can only 
surmise. Undoubtedly there was a great 
submersion, which materially altered 
the map of the world. But within 
the memory of man — that is, the his- 
torical memory — there has been no 
casualty of the kind that would work 
a wrinkle In the countenance of 
mother earth. Cities have been over- 
whelmed, islands have been swallowed 
up, great crevasses have been made in 
the mountain sides, there have been 
landslides which have faulted the 
structure in a mineral formation, but 
any one of them Is Infinitesimal In Its 
effect, no more than a mere drop in 
the ocean. They have helped to make 
history, students of which are familiar 
With the awful fate that befel Pompeii, 
Herculaneam and Stabiae, In A. D. 79, 
■buried as they were under ashes and 
lava from Mount Vesuvius. They will 
also remember the sad experience of 
Catania by reason of its contiguity to 
Mount Aetna. In more modern times, 
old Guatemala was twice destroyed 
toy the Volcan de Agua, once 
and once in 1771. In 177."i Lisbon, the 
capital of Portugal, was reduced in 
one instant to ruins, after which (Ire 
completed the' destruction. Between 
30,000 and 40,000 people lost their lives 
in tills awful calamity; and yet by 
the efforts of the great Pombal, who 
devoted himself with all his tremen- 
dous energy to its reconstruction and 
(protection, Lisbon, again became a line 
city. This earthquake was wide- 
spread in Influence, the shock extend- 
ing not only along the Portuguese 
coast, but Into tho north of Africa on 
the one hand and to Scandinavia on 
the Other, and even was felt on the 
cast coast of North America. Hum- 
boldt estimated the area to have been 
four times that of all urope. 

Two or the most noted earthquakes 
in America took place, one in 1811 
near the head of the Mississippi delta, 
and the other in the Inyo valley, Cali- 
fornia, in 1872, The first one lasted, 
in a series of tremors, for over two 
years. The country affected ivas at 
that, time very little known or ex- 



a fissure, which was from 60 to SO 
miles long. The second continued for 
several months. it made great reifts 
in the ba.se of mountains, dried up 
springs permanently, rivers • were 
swallowed 'up temporarily, land rose 
and fell; and all the houses In Inyo 
were destroyed and one-tenth of the 
population killed. 

The Charleston earthquake in 1886 
was the heaviest on record in the 
United Stales. Several hundred build- 
ings fell down, three-fourths of the 
city was rendered uninhabitable, many 
people were, killed, and property to the 
extent of $8,000,000 was destroyed. 

In the same year took place that 
wonderful eruption in New Zealand in 
the region surrounding Lake Taupo, 
where existed marvelous pink and 
white terraces, one of the wonders of 
the world, which were not only com- 
pletely destroyed, but many villages of 
Maoris as well. 

Preceding these was, in 1SS:>, the 
volcanic eruption of Krakatoa, the 
most noted perhaps in history and the 
most disastrous, perhaps, In the loss of 
life. The volcano on this island had 
been active for 200 years, and the dis- 
turbance in 1SS3 created a series of 
mighty sea, or tidal, waves, which 
swept over the shores of .lava and 
Sumatra and destroyed many villages 
and caused tho death of many thous- 
ands of people. One half of the 
Island was thrown into the sea, and, 
in the eruption it is estimated that 
ashes, dust, rocks and small stones — 
(iebris of all kinds — were thrown into 
the air sufficient to make a cubic mile

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Mr. Denison in his interview yes- 
terday morning referred to the Tusca- 
roro Deep, off the east coast of Japan, 
where sea waves originate through 
volcanic action and do great damage 
to the villages on the coast. in view 
of the great interest felt in the subject 
we have referred to the question of 
earthquakes historically as far as 
space will permit. We have also been 
asked to discuss the scientific theories 
in connection with their origin. This 
has already been done by a local 
authority on the subject; but in elab- 
oration of his remarks we find In the 
Encyclopaedia Americana a very well 
digested article on the subject, from 
which we have collated some state- 
ments of Interest. Discussing the 
earth waves produced by earthquakes, 
the writer of the article In question 
remarks that these waves are of two 
classes: (1) compression waves pro- 
pagated parallel to the direction of 
transmission; (2) distortion waves 
normal to the direction of transmis- 
sion.* The speed with which these 
waves are transmitted varies greatly. 
It is greatest near the starting point 
and diminishes somewhat as the waves 
die out. The speed is also affected 
by the differences in the elasticity and 
homogeneousness of rock masses. In 
general it varies from several hundred 
to several thousand feet per second. 
The waves of the Charleston earth- 
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seismic zone, and certainly the whole 
earth in which earthquakes are more 
numerous than elsewhere, ami this 
zone does not coincide witli the dis- 
tribution of volcanoes.

The violence of earthquakes varlea 
greatly. Delicate instruments, seis- 
mographs constructed to show varia- 
tions in the stability of the earth's 
crust, so that the crust Is almost con- 
tinually trembling even in regions 
where shocks of some magnitude are 
rarely felt. Earthquake's are some- 
times classified as central and linear; 
in the first the undulatory impulses 
radiate from the centre of the origin 
or focus in all directions; in the 
second the strong impulses are felt 
along narrow strips of the earth's 
crust. The results from the study of 
earthquake data arc often variable and 
puzzling, and the determination of the 
focus is not an easy matter. In gen- 
eral tin; seismic disturbance has been 
;41 found to be not a point but an .area, 
' and in the case of the Agram earth- 
quake in Hungary (1880) the area 
must have been ltrge, since vertical 
Impulses were felt over a, considerable 
region. It Is also known that the 
seismic centre is very seldom thirty 
miles below the surface, and the com- 
monest depth is eight or ten miles. 
The seismic centre of the Charleston 
earthquake was at a depth of about 
twelve miles. 

An earthquake tremor may be felt on 
the surface distinctly and not in the 
lower levels of a deep mine, and vice 
versa, The size of tlio area when the 
tremble is perceptible probably bears 
some proportion to the violence of the 
Initial shock. 

When an earthquake occurs beneath 
tho sea, the ocean above is uplifted 
and the shock spreads outwardly in 
low, long waves that travel rapidly 
but are slower than the earth waves,

Answer lo Correspondents, — No. 16,483: 
Port Simpson. — Port Simpson, more com- 
monly known as fort Simpson, litis au In- 
teresting history. It is situated on the 
western coast of the Pacific ocean, near 
the head of a narrow Inlet, the port of 
Camosaek or Cammusean, around which 
line a range of plains about, six square 
miles In area, having valuable tillage and 
pasture land, and water power for Hour 
anil saw mills. 

Prior to the capture of Quebec by Gen- 
eral Wolfe, Port Simpson was often at- 
tacked by (he Indians— chlelly Iroquois— 
in alliance with the French, and to put a 
step to these depredations ami murders 
committed by the red men, the British sot- 
! Hers erected a frontier fort, a square en- 
elusiire of 100 yards, surrounded by cedar 
palings -'0 feet In height .having octagonal 
bastions, armed with tl-pounder guns. Tills 
fortress was considered of great strength. 

The village buildings were then of 
square timber, forming three shies of an 
oblong— for strength and compactness— as 
a safeguard against any sudden assault of 
the red Indians. Shortly after the erec- 
tion of the fort, another attack was made 
by the Iroquois, but successfully repulsed. 
Those not engaged In lighting were em- 
ployed In farming and lumber trade, as 
the district around was well timbered wtlh 
pine, oak, cedar, etc., and the soil was 
well suited for cereal crops. 

Three miles from Port Simpson is Esqul- 
ihnlt, a splendid harbor, and raimliy com- 
ing to the front as a commercial and naval 
nort. Its rise will have an encouraging 
effect on Port Simpson, and the growth of 
this and 'Esquimau will probably be phe- 
nomenal like other towns In the United 
States and Canada, owing lo the abun- 
dance of coal around th»Sf> places. There 
are also large mines near the Crow's Nest 
lind the Skeena river, close to Port Simp- 
son and tin' Kootcnay district. 

According to the returns of WO.'!, the 
number of tons of coal raised was one 
million and a half; a large quantity for 
this pnrt of British Columbia— In which 
Port Simpson Is situated— as coal lias only 
been raised within the last twenty years. 

Making Port Simpson a terminus of the 
Canadian Pacific railway will develop 
this town and Increase the agricultural 
and mineral wealth of this part of British 
Columbia.

SAX I -KAN-CISCO. Cal., April ID.— 
All efforts to check the Haines at 
Van Ness avenue by blowing up a 
mile of buildings on tho east side of Vau 
Is'css avenue, have proved fruitless. The 
lire has .spread across the broad thor- 
oughfare and from present indications 
the entire western addition which con- 
tains the homes of San Francisco's mil- 
lionaires and people of the wealthier 
class is now (loomed. The destruction 
of the western addition of the city prac- 
tically completes the work of the Haines 
and: marks the devastation of the entire 
city. 

With each succeeding hour the devas- 
tation in this stricken ruin of a city 
grows and grows. At six o'clock tonight 
it seemed as if nothing could save the 
comparatively small portion of the city 
that yet remains unburned. The entire 
busines district is now only a glowing 
furnace, while the giant tongues of fire 
havo reached westward far beyond Van 
Ness avenue, and is wiping out buildings 
and seeking more to devour.

and the roar of the dynamite above the 
howl and cracking of the flumes con- 
tinues with monotonous regularity. There 
seemed to be an irresistible power be- 
hind tho flames that even the desperate 
heroic measures being taken at Van 
Ness avenue could not stay.. While the 
heroic tire lighters were making their 
lust stand at the lire line on Van Ness 
avenue panic reigned among the surviv- 
ors in other parts of the city. The in- 
tense heat and the absence of water has 
been so terrible that scores have become 
frantic ami others have dropped from 
exhaustion in the streets. The streets 
are still choked with refugees hurrying 
hither and. thither scrambling wildly for 
an avemio'of escape. Since early morn- 
ing when the next rush of Hume doomed 
the hotel and apartment house, district 
along Ellis, Ofarrell and Sutter streets, 
men, women and children havo been 
rushing under heavy loads, some to the 
t'orrys in the hope of getting to Oakland, 
others to the hills, OoMen date park, the 
ocean beach, the Presidio and San Mateo 
bay. The trip to the hills ami to Hie 
water front was one of terrible hardship.

Probably 200,000 Refugees 

are struggling to get out of the city, and 
hourly the task is becoming more dlHl- 
cti.lt as the tire and heat cut oil' aychiio 
after avenue of escape. The streets are 
tilled with struggling people crying anil 
weeping and calling for missing loved 
ones. In (lie awful scramble for safety 
the half crazed survivors disregard ev- 
erything Inn thought of themselves and 
their properly. In every excavation and 
hole throughout the North beach section | 
householders are burying householders 
effects, throwing them into the ditches 
and covering the holes. Attempts are 
made to mark the graves of the property 
so that it can be recovered after the 
flames are appeased. 

The sufferers are invading what few 
buildings remain In the hope of finding 
something to eat. They only desist when 
warned or shot by soldiers. At the ferry 
building a crowd of a thousand people 
were gathered begging food and trans- 
portation across the buy. Hundreds had 
not even the ten cents fare to Oakland. 
Most of tho refugees at this point, were 
Chinamen and Italians who fled from 
their homes with little or uo personal 
property. Tonight the

to many is extreme. On the water front, 
what: bread is to lie had is sold for a 
dollar a loaf and in some instances much 
higher prices. At !5 p. m. a mob of a 
hundred men robbed a bread wagon and 
look the contents. The police were 
powerless. Bread is beginning to urrive 
from Berkley and Oakland, and is be- 
ing distributed in the north end of town 
by the relief parties organized by Mayor 
Schniitz. Thousands of people are sleep- 
ing on the hills tonight or standing gaz- 
ing with- grim faces on the lurid scene 
below them. Women and children and 
little babes in arms are huddled together 
with the injured In Golden (late park 
the people are Huddled together with 
gnawing hunger the companion of all. 
The wail of the injured and the calls of 
frantic survivors for friends and rela- 
tives who are missing are most pitiful. 

Oakland, Berkley and Alameda are 
short of food and in a few days will 
themselves be facing a serious shortage 
unless relief conies from tho outside. 
This aternoon at four o'clock the cadets 
of the University of California to the 
number of 500 entered the city to aid the 
militia and regular soldiers in enforcing 
martial law. Theyhav e orders to shout 
without warning those caught looting. 
In many parts of town where 

The Crowds of Survivors 

are the wildest it is almost impossible to 
get around even at the pistol point. The 
soldiers are disarming every person seen 
with a weapon. The greatest suffering 
today was from thirst. Although the 
shock had broket: water mains no water 
or very little appeared on the surface of 
the ground. Public fountains located on 
Market street gave out no relief to the 
thirsty thousands. At the corner of 
Powell and Market streets a small stretm 
of water spurted through the cobble 
stones and formed a muddy pool. From 
this pool many knelt: and drank, women 
as well as men. Wherever the soldiers 
saw a man with a bottle of liquor they 
forced him to give it up and immediately 
smashed it. The work of the soldiers in 
suppresing disorder, preventing looting 
and in rescuing people from dangerous 
positions is worthy of the greatest praise. 
They did not hesitate to shoot whenever 
they found anyone looting, and probably 
twenty victims fell before them during 
the day. 

At. 11:30 o'clock tonight the flames 
were slowly but steadily moving on to 
the sections of the city still untouched.

Egbert Gould's Experience 

Los Angeles, April 10. — Egbert 
Gould, president of the Chicago Heater 
company of Chicago, whs one of the 
three persons to arrive 011 the first train 
from San Francisco, which reached here 
at 11 o'clock today. -Mi'. Gould says: 
"I was asleep on the seventh floor of 
the Palace hotel at the time of the first: 
earthquake I was thrown out of bod ami 
half way across the room, immediately 
realizing the import o£ the occurrence, 1 
made my way down the six flights of 
stairs into the main corridor. 1 was the 
first guest to appear. The hotel em- 
ployees were running about as iC they 
were mail. Within two minutes after I 
appeared other quests Rocked into the 
corridor most of them in their night 
clothing. I returned to my room ami 
got my clothing, then walked to the of- 
fice of the Western Union in my pa- 
jamas, and barcfeet to telegraph my 
wife in Los Angeles. I found the tele- 
graphers there, but all wires were down. 
I sat. down on tin; sidewalk and picked 
the broken gins sou t of the soles of my- 
feet and 

Put My Clothes On 

This took about 20 minutes. Within 
(hat time below the Tabico the biiild- 
iugs for three blocks were a mass of 
flames, which quickly coniniunictaed to 
other buildings. Billows of lire seined 
to roll from the business blocks, soon 
half consumed, to other blocks in the 
vicinity only to climb and loom again 
The Call building, I saw to he more than 
a foot out of plumb, and hanging over 
the street like the leaning tower of I'isa. 
I remained in San Francisco until 7 
o'clock and then took the ferry for Oak- 
land, but returned to the burning city an 
hour and 11 half later. At that tinie the 
city seemed doomed. T remained but a 
ifew minutes then made my way V;t -k (0 
the ferry station. I hope I may never 
be called upon to pass through such an 
experience again.

' San Francisco. April 'JO.— Old lanu- 
imarks, made famous by association with 
alio early history o£ California, na well 
as the new monuments to the comtner- 
leial prosperity of the California metrop- 
olis, have 'been 'wiped out of existence 
|b'y the dreadful conflagration. One of 
the tirsf to fall a prey to the flames 
sifter the. destruction of tin: business dis- 
tract was the Palace hotel, known the 
iworld over to travelers. It was blirlt m 
the '70s by Jatriies Ralston at a cost of 
$0,000,000, and wars owned by the 
Sharon estate. Many of San Francis- 
leo's -wealthy residents -made tlheir home 
■at ali n Palace, and personal losses in 
art treasures and other effects have been 
IVCry great. The Hopkins AH Institute, 
located on Nob Hill, owned by the Uiiil- 
yorsitv of California an 1 bmilt by Mark 
Hopkins, was, destroyeJ with its price- 
floss contents. Close by were L'hc Stan- 
ford mansion, the Hiuntington, the Flood 
.•uid the Crocker mansions. All were 

SWCpt away. 'These were the llttlld- 
somest private residences in San Fran- 
cisco, and were built -foyUhc men whose 
names they bear in the early days of 
the city's greatness, and 'who played 
such important roles in the development 
of the Pacific coast.

the corner of l\;st street and Grant 
avenue, .stood the Bohemian club, the 
most unique and one of the widest 
known social organizations iii the <WorI<l. 
lis membership ilists include the names 
of ninny men wtho have achieved fame ill 
art, literature and the commercial world. 
Its rooms were decorated with the 
i\vo"rks of artist members, many of wlove 
names are known wherever paintings are 
discussed, and many of them priceless 
in their associations. 

Valuable Paintings Gone 

Many of these were saved. The an- 
nual summer '"jinks" of the Bohemian 
club, amidst sylvan .scenes at. lledwood 
grove, is the most unique celebration 
known among social clubs. There were 
on special exhibition in the "jinks"' 
room of the Bohemian clu'b a dozen 
paintings by the old masters, including 
a Rembrandt, n Diaz, « Murillo and 
others, and probably "worth !j!l(KJ,0<A>. 
These paintings, which were loaned for 
exhibition, .were lost. 

Further 'west on Post street stood the 
home of the Olympic club, the oldest 
regularly organized attnetie association 
in t'ho United States, and famous for its 
appointments and for the number of 
athletes it lias developed. The build- 
ing was worth $300,000, and its furnish- 
ings were of the finest quality. Nothing 
remains but a mass of steel and stone. 

Million Dollar Building in Ruins 
i The great now Flood building, built 
by James Flood at a cost of $4, (100.00(1. 
and occupied about a year; the now 
Merchants' Exchange building on Cali- 
fornia street, erected at a cost of $2,- 
000,000; the Crocker. building at Mont- 
gomery and Market, streets, a million 
klollar structure; the Mills building nt 
Bush and Montgomery, costing the same 
stun; the new Spreckels building at Post 
istreet and Grant avenue, costing S'-'.- 
00(1,000, and occupied on April 1st. by 
'the largest jewelry store on the coast, 
are some of the new structures de- 
stroyed by the flames. 

The Shrove Jewelry company earned 
a stock of $2,000,000 worth of jewelry. 

On Market .street the Phelan building, 
one of the earliest attempts at a pre- 
tentious form of architecture in the busi- 
ness district and covering <th© most val- 
uable piece of real estate in San Fran- 
cisco, is gone. The great group «r 
buildings Rtanding on a piece of ground 
bounded by Lnrkin. McAllister and 
iGrove streets, erected by the cdty of 
San Francisco at a cost of $7,000,000 
and known as the city and county build- 
ings, are now a mass of smoking, 
smouldering ruins. With the buildings 
were probably destroyed the city and 
county records, 

The bountiful St. Francis hotel, fac- 
ing. Union square, erected at a cost of 
$4,500,000, and the Falnuount hotel, 
at California and Powell, the most con- 
spicuous location in the city, are ill 
rums from the flames, The Fairmount 
wns .built by >Mrs. Herman Oelrichs nt. 
a cost of $3,000,000, and named in hon- 
or of her father, the hue Senator .lames 
.1. fair. 

Magnificent Churches Wiped Out 

The magnificent group or buildings ai 
Van Ness avenue nndl Elnyos struct <>f 
the SI. Ignatius college and cathedral, 
probably worth $2,000,000, and si, 
'Dominick's church on Stabler street, 
near California, and! the Emanuel syna- 
gogue, a handsome structure of the 
Oriental type, on Cutter street Mere 
wiped out. 

The Mall of Justice, facing Ports, 
mouth square and just east of China- 
town, 'was early a .prey of the flames. 
Sweeping up the hillside, the unre- 
strained element leaped from block to 



block through Chinatown, the combus- 
tible material of the uimsy structures 
feeding the flames -like powder. Up- and 
on and over t'ae lulls to the westward 
the conflagration gained (headway, -when 
it reached the residence portion. From 
.Golden Gate avenue northward to Pa- 
cific street the buildings were dynamited 
to stay the progress of 'the flames, but 
[without avail. The heat was so intense 
that the ruins of buildings were ignited 
by spontaneous combustion. 

Out on Van Ness avenue, the fashion- 
able <lrivc across the city from north 
to south, the devastation is complete on 
the east side, but the fate of the Spreck- 
els, the Hobnrt and other great man- 
sions on the western side is not known 
at this hour. 

The branch United States mint on 
Fifth street, near 'Market, was not de- 
stroyed, but was damaged to a con- 
siderable extent. lis escape is due to 
tiie fact that it occupied a large square, 
separated from surrounding buildings by 
a wide ipaved space. Two blocks west 
of tin; mint stood the splendid now 
postofllec building", finished about six 
months ago, and erected at. a cost of 
$2,000,000 for actual construction. It 
was one of the most beautiful »ui«i- 
dugs in the United Slates, said to have 
been equalled in arcJiitertural excellence 
only by the now congressional library at 
Washington. It 'was destroyed. 
, Down in the older business section 
were many old landmarks, hut they 
exist no longer. The Occidental hot< 1 
on Montgomery street, for years the 
headquarters for army ofllcers visiting 
San Francisco; the old Lick house, 
built, by the 'philanthropist, James Lick; 
the old Kiuss house, also on Montgom- 
ery street: the Nevada National bank 
(block, the Haywards building at Califor- 
nia and Montgomery, a modern struc- 
ture of ten storieK: ithen to the eastward 
the splendid exanuple of the severe 
Gothic style, 'the California National 
bank, the First National bank, the First 
Canadian Bank of Commerce, the Lon- 
lion & San Francisco on California 
street, tin' London. i - aris & American 
bank, and the Hank' of British North 
America, on Sansoine street; I he lurge 
German-American Savings hank, also mi 
California street — these are a few of the 
notable buildings 'destroyed in that dis- 
trict. The California hotel and theatre, 
on Bush street, near Montgomery.; the 
Grand Opera house, in Mission street, 
hvhere the Courcid Grand Opera com- 
pany bad just opened for a season of 
three weeks' opera: the Orplieuni, the 
Columbia, the Alcazar, the Majestic, the 
Contrail, and [fisher's were some of the 
playhouses to which pleasure loving unit 
Francisco was wont to Hock, 

Among the splendid apartment houses 
destroyed are: 

On Geary street — The St. Augustine, 
the Alexandria, the Victoria and the 
Kl.vsium. On Sutler street — The l'lcas- 
antxm, the Aberdeen, the w'aldock, the 
Granada. On Pine street — The Colonial, 
the Lorn a Vista, the Henna Vista.

Fnmous Restaurants Laid Low 

San Francisco was famous for the 
excellence of its restaurants. Many of 
these were known .wherever travelers 
discussed ?o«l living. Among them 
were ihe Tup" ami MaHsehnnd's, on 
Stockton street; the Poodle Bug, one 

of the most ornate instinctive restau- 



rant buildings in the United Slater; 
,Zinkkaiis and the Fiesta, on Market 
street; the famous l'alace drill, in the 
Palace hotel, and scores of Bohemian 
resorts in the old part of San Fran- 

At the junction or Kearney, Market 
and Geary streets stood the three great 
newspaper buildings of San Francisco — 
| the Call, the most, conspicuous structure 
in all the city, seventeen stories high; 
across the street, the Hearst building, 
the home of the Examiner, and to the 
north of this, on the opposite side of 
(.Market, street, the Chronicle, a modern 
ten-story newspaper and office building, 
.with the sixteen-story annex under 
course Of construction. All were de- 
stroyed. Two blocks north, on Kearney 
street, were the BuHetin and Post build- 
ings. These also are gone. 

A'nionL- the mammoth department 
stores .destroyed arc the Emporium, 
Hales" and Pra-gers*, on Market; on 
Kearney street. the White House, 
O'Connor oc MoffllttS, Newman & Levi- 
son, Roos Pros.. Raphaels', the Hub and 
many lesser establishments.

Trailing on flic Stock Exchange open- 
ed dull in sympathy with the flatness of 
Americans in consequence of the earth- 
quake, but prices recovered slightly aft- 
er the lunch hour.

companies are heavily involved, and the 
question is raised as to whether they 
are liable for the buildings destroyed by 
fire as a direct result of the earthquake. 

Professor John Millie, whose seismic 
observatory at Snide hi 1 !. Newport, re- 
corded a disturbance nt 1:30 o'clock in 
the afternoon of Wednesday, April ISth, 
has developed, his seismo-pliotographic 
records of the earthquake. 

Predicts More Disturbances 

He says the disturbance was caused 
by the production of a large fault creat- 
ed by a yielding of the rocky strata 
while undergoing the process of upheav- 
al. The professor predicts local shocks 
later, but probably much less severe than 
those of yesterday.

Arthur Davies Addresses 
Board Urging a New 
Policy. '

The quarterly general meeting of the 
board of trade was held yesterday aft- 
ernoon. X. W. Pn'tersbnj -M. 1'. pre- 
sided ami there was d full attendance 
of members. 

Secretary El worthy road the notice; 
the business specified — being the pres- 
ident's report, pilotage report of special 
committee, delivery of freights, report 
of railway committee, re delivery of 
freight in cars at Outer wharf and ware- 
houses, sixth congress of Chambers of 
Commerce, appointment of delegate. 
. The secretary read the minutes of 
the last meeting and of the special gen- 
eral meeting, the adoption of which, was 
duly carried. 

, President Paterson, before proceeding 
to business thought they had better con- 
sider the San Francisco disaster and de- 
cide what was to be done, fie was glad 
to know that action hud been taken by 
the city council and it was for tliem to 
decide what independent action should 
be taken by the board. 

President's Report 

The president in his address dealt 
with the following matters: The Sound 
service, to guard Victoria against an 
inferior steamer being placed on the 
route} life-saving on the west Coast; 
niarine insurance on vessels using the 
inside route to Nome: White Pass & 
Yukon excessive freight rates as repre- 
sented by the Dawson board of trade 
and the representatives of the Dawson 
board relative to the iristalation of a 
water system by the Dominion govern* 
ment; bills before the local legislature 
known as the -Shop Closing and the 
Masters and Servants Kills opposed by 
the council as vicious in principle and 
obnoxious in practice: the matter of in- 
creased rates of tire insurance in Victor- 
ia; the resignation of T. M. Henderson 
and the election of George Carter to till 
the vacancy. 

The report was read of what trans- 
pired in the interview when the com- 
mittee of the hoard waited upon Hon. 
Win. TemplemaiK 

The report being passed, Mr. Lugrin 
rose to say that he had received a com- 
munication from the Hon. Mr. Temple- 
man, who wrote to say thai he had 
placed the representations of the com- 
mittee with regard to estimating the cost 
of bridging the Seymour Narrows, be- 
fore the government and that they would 
receive immediate consideration. 

The secretary then read the report 
of the railway committee relative to the 
delivery of freight at the warehouses of 
the city. 

Mr. Lugrin was of the opinion that 
any general scheme of this kind pre- 
sented insurmountable difficulties as it 
was very (dear that to construct such 
a system of rails as would enable goods 
to ho delivered at all the birge stores 
would create an impossible condition of 
the streets and so 

Complicated Was the Problem 
that the committee did not see its way 
to make any suggestion whereby the dif- 
ficulty could be adequately overcome. He 
suggested that the questf'oh be taken up 
again at a future time. 

Mr. Pitts thought that such a sys- 
tem was possible if it. could be con- 
fined .to the wholesale portion of the 
city, as in other towns. The chairman 
explained the many techieal difficulties 
with which the proposal was surround- 
ed in the matter of curves, switches and 
spur tracks arid was, moreover, under 
the impression that the tramway com- 
pany, by the terms of their charter, 
would be prevented frdm handling 

freight over their lines; lie doubted If 
any advantage would accrue except in 
individual cases until merchants gener- 
ally build their warehouses on the oth- 
er side of the harbor. 

Mr. Pitts contended that at any rate, 
as far as the line from Wharf street to 
the Outer Wharf was concerned, the 



project had been pronounced upon lev- 
orttbly by the freight authorities of the 
0. V. It. 

' The chairman said that although such 
was the case, the mechanical depart- 
ment, after lull investigation, had turned 
down the scheme as impracticable. The 
report' was'' adopted accordingly. > The 
secretary read the report of the com- 
mittee on pilotage and. a letter from 
Capt. h\ tiourdeaii, -relating to a re- 
port adopted at a previous meeting of 
the board which read as follows; 
Report on Pilotago 
The special committee on pilotage di- 
rect-attention to the memorial of the 
joint pilotage authorities of British Co- 
lumbia to t lie governor general, recom- 
mending that this board act vigorously 
in opposing any recommendation iu 
what has hitherto been and should con- 
tinue to be an honorary board of pilot- 
age commission, and that vessels en- 
gaged exclusively in business between 
the port of Victoria and any port on 
the 'Pacific coast of the United States, 
north of and including San Francisco 
and the ports of Alaska, to be included 
in the list of exempted vessels so far 
as pilotage is concerned. After some 
discussion the report was unanimously 
adopted, • ' • 

The following report was received and 
adopted, accompanied by the letter of 
the deputy commissioner of marine and 
fisheries: 

Gentlemen — Your special committee on 
pilotage to whom was referred the accom- 
panying letter from the deputy minister of 
marine arid fisheries, beg to recommend 
as follows: 

That a copy of this letter be forwarded 
to "the Hon. Wm. Templeinan, our repre- 
sentative at Ottawa, with a request Unit 
lie at once apprise tills board of any con- 
templated amendments to the Pilotage Act, 
with particulars of what changes are pro- 
posed. 

AP or which la respectfully submitted. 

Ottawa, March 1000. 
Sir— I have to acknowledge the receipt 
I of your letter of the ittli Instant enclos- 
! lag copy of a report adopted at the meet- 
ing of the board; relating to amendments 
to the l'liotiige Act recommended by the

The department can assure you that It 
is not Intended in increase taxation on 
! shipping for pilotage; nor would nay pay- 
ment to the commissioners have this ef- 
fect.. The dues are tlxed by by-law ami 
cannot be any mure than the charge tlxed 
by tlie governor general in council. Tile 
act does not provide for the payment of n 
fee to. pilotage commissioners la nay part 
of the Dominion. 

Nothing will lie done with reference to 
changing; the act without due consideration 
of '.1110 shipping Interests.

.Mr. Lugrin moved thai in case none 
of the active members were in England 
at the time, the Hon. .1. II. Turner, 
agent general or .Mr. Robert Ward, hon- 
orary members, be requested to repre- 
sent the Victoria chamber. This resolu- 
tion was finally agreed to. 

Th > secretary proceeded to read the 
resolutions of Mr. Arthur Davies for 
promoting the advancement of Victoria 
and Vancouver Island as published in 
the "Colonist" of Thursday Inst. 
Mr. Davies' Plans 
Mr. Davies appealed to the meeting! 
to confine the discussion to matters rel- 
kel at its own doors. He explain,. d the 1 
fully the trend of bis proposition and 
traversed the current of trade iu the j 
pasl pointing nut that Victoria hitherto! 
had depended upon what be described as 
subsidies from distant communities and 
thai no prosperity ever visited tlint ecu- | 
tre wu.H'h was not .provided with a mar- i [ 
ke- nt iis own doors. II eexplaincd the 
Central idea of his organization and de 



lion at the disposal of these organiza- 
tions should be first nnd Xoremost in its 
collection. Prosperity be pointed out, 
came from outsiue. and the prosperity 
which was visiting Victoria was but 
part of a wave which commenced in 
Manitoba and the East. 
. Mr. i'itts in seconding the motion, 
thought it was an excellent opportunity 
for utilizing the activity of junior mem- 
bers of the board and accentuated the 
importance to strangers and especially 
to investors of the facilities proposed. 

The president enquired: "la it the in- 
tention that these committees should in- 
cur expense in the collection of relia- 
he information or pick it up ltnp-huz- 
ardV It was needful," said he "that in- 
formation supplied by the board should 
he absolutely reliable and such infor- 
mation was costly in acquirement," 

George 'Carter criticized, the proposal 
and warned the meeting of the dan- 
gers iu the way, its claim upon the time 
of the members was extreme and he 
feared that the proposition, if accepted 
might land the board into difficulties. 

Mr. Lugrin thought if Mr. Davies 
could enlist the cooperation of the 
younger members in the scheme without 
in the first instance incurring immediate 
expense until matters are further debat- 
ed by the board, ho would be 

Doing the Greatest Service 
to the community. 

Mr. J. 11. Todd spoke in support of 
the proposal and strongly supported the 
idea of . the board rooms being' made the 
centre of information nnd exhibition of 
products. 

The president drew attention to the 
complete and adequate collection nl- 
r'oady prepared by the provincial gov- 
ernment and perpetually on view at, the 
agricultural and other departments of 
the government buildings, which were 
invariably visited by persons seriously iu 
search of information with regard to 
any part of the province. The infor- 
mation mainly serviceable was that in 
regard to timber land, other lands not 
yet taken up by individuals or specula- 
tors and reliable information in this di- 
rection .must of necessity be difficult to 
obtain and undoubtedly costly. 

It was moved as an amendment by 
George Carter that the matter In' re- 
ferred to a committee of five to report 
to the next meeting of the board. 

A second amendment by Mr. Chapman 
was to the effect that the resolutions be 
printed and circulated for consideration 
by members, and pronounced upon at a 
special meeting. Finally Mr. Carter's 
further amendment that the resolutions 
be referred to the council for action was 
carried. 

Mr. Geo, Carter proposed that a volt 
of sympathy with our stricken brethren 
in 'San Francisco be forwarded to the 
San Francisco Chamber of Commerce. 
This was carried unanimously. 
Mr. Andrews drew attention to the 
proposed duty of .'!.'! per cent and sug- 
gested that action be taken in the mat- 
ter by the board. 

Mr. Garter proposed that the matler 
be referred to the council, which was 
agreed to. 

The chairman announced the names 
of Charles E. Donnelly and 1. P.. Mas- 
ters, duly proposed and seconded, who 
were declared elected members of the 
board. 

Relative to the Metric system, the 
chairman announced that Dr. J. C. Mc- 
Lennan, of Toronto, proposes to address 
the board on Tuesday, May 20th on the 
Metric system of weights and measures. 

This closed the business and the 
meeting adjourned.

EFFECT OF DISASTER 

Believed That Shipping Trade of 
' Frisco Will Be Trans- 
ferred North. 



COAST'S COMMERCIAL LIFE DISRUPTED 



Far Reaching Effects of Calamity 
Shown in Multitudin- 
ous Ways. 



The effect of the holocaust at San 
Francisco is far-reaching; shipping 
and general business in all lines from 
Mexico to Alaska will feel the loss 
more or less directly. The steamer 
Umatilla is mi the way south, being 
due at San Francisco today; and the 
steamer Senator is scheduled to sail 
from San Francisco today. 

The pacific Coast .Steamship Com- 
pany's local/agents have not been ad- 
vised' how the disaster will affect the 
liners, but it is generally believed that 
coast Shipping will be inure' or less 
demoralized. The Alaska salmon in- 
dustry will be seriously affected, for 
the salmon fleet was about to sail 
north, and the pig lion and tin much 
needed for the industry was on the 
wharves reported destroyed. As three 
weeks or a month is required to get 
tin from Pennsylvania, the nearest 
available supply, salmon dealers fear 
the United States packers will bo un- 
able to handle the Alaska, pack this 
season, as a result of the loss at San 
Francisco,

will prevent this machinery being sent, 
causing considerable loss. 

Shipping Affected 

; Reports from San Franeisco fail to 
mention what damage. If any, was 
done to the vessels there. As a usual 
rule there are from 40 to 80 ships in 
the harbor. Among those known to 
have been there during the earthquake 
were the steamers Senator AVatson, 
Tamplco, City of Topoka, Eureka, Sea 
Foam, Brunswick, liotuta, Sonoma, 
State of California, Rainier, Ltndauer, 
Acapulco, Roanoke, Itaurl, Tltunia, 
South Coast, "Whltesboro, Centralia, 
("hetco, George Loonils, Pomona, Gul- 
aia, Greenwood, Coquille River, Aber- 
deen and San Gabriel. There were 
also a number of coasting steamers 
whose names were unknown. This 
list does not include the sailing vessels 
which were in porti There la usually 
from 30 to 50 of these craft either 
lying alongside the docks or anchored 
In tho stream. 

Only ttie torpedo destroyer Perry wns 
at Mare Island naval yard, the lleet 
being at Magdalena Bay, where the 
flagship Chicago, cruisers Marblehead 
and Boston, gunboat Princeton and 
destroyer Paul Jones were engaged In 
target practice. The collier Saturn 
left San Francisco the night before the 
disaster with coal for the lleet. 

Without docks It will be Impossible 
for the Oriental liners to load in San 
Francisco unless tho laborious task of 
lightering freight out is pursued. This 
will have the effect of diverting Ori- 
ental trade from San Francisco to the 
northern ports. It is also possible 
that San Diego may bo used by the 
big liners as a port of call in place Of 
San Francisco until the docks are re- 
paired. This city was formerly one 
of the important shipping ports of Cali- 
fornia, on account of its splendid har- 
bor. T 

There is some fear expressed in 
shipping circles that the conformation 
of tlie San Francisco harbor will be 
changed. In ISOS, during a seismic 
convulsion, the harbor was perceptibly I ", 1 ™J? 
shallowed. Istand 

Vice President J. C. Ford of the Pa- 
cific Coast Steamship Company states 
that until some more deiinlte Informa- 
tion is obtainable no plans will be 
made by the company. They intend, 
however, to continue the regular sail- 
ing of their steamships if it is possible 
to do so, and will carry freight and 
passengers. Before the next sailing 
of the Queen definite knowledge re- 
garding the condition of the docks is 
expected! 

Tho fleet of coasting schooners, lum- 
ber carriers and dredgers, which con- 
sist of fully 50. vessels, will be com- 
pelled to make some other port their 
headquarters for the time being. Port 
Los Angeles is considered by sailors as 
the most likely point in California for 
the coasters to load and unload their 
cargo. 

Actors Are Affected 

The far-reaching effects of the San 
Francisco disaster are plainly shown 
in its direct and Indirect results upon 
the theatrical world. The hundreds 
of actors and actresses and other 
people engaged In the profession who 
are either thrown out of employment 
or who will lose from two to six weeks' 
engagements is one of the most de- 
ploring aspects of the situation. The 
scores of "road" companies who have 
arranged their season's tours with tho 
idea of playing in San Francisco and 
the cities within the earthquake belt 
will either lose that time or will have 
to re-arrange their tours at much ex- 
pense. 

The people who are most generally 
affected are the vaudeville performers. 
These people have been "booked" for 
from one month to three in the Cali- 
fornia cities, and as it will be impos- 
sible to double up the dates in other 
cities, the performers will have to lose 
salary for several months. In the 
aggregate this means about 400 people 
who are affected, and their salaries 
ranging from 525 to $150 a week, with 
an average of about $40, means a loss 
of approximately $75,000. This does 
not include those who are bound for 
the coast and will have to have their 
time changed. 

Among the "road" companies the 
Blanche Walsh company, which will 
play here tomorrow, directly feels the 
disaster. They are due In San Fran- 
cisco in two weeks at the Columbia, in 
the heart of the burned-over district. ; 
Manager Reynolds said he will ar- 
range his time to make a change in 
dates from Portland and go from that 
city to Salt Lake City and thence Fast. 
The "Babes in Toyland" company 
opened on Monday evening at the 
Columbia, and Is of course duo to lose 
this week -and next. Among other 
large organizations affected are Willie 
Collier, who was to play a couple of 
weeks in San Francisco before sailing 
for Australia. Then the Julia Mar- 
lowe- E. H. Sothern company will lose 
three weeks' salaries, as well as their 
dates in other California cities and en 
route to the coast. 

Owing to the lack of telegraphic 
communication with San Francisco the 
local booking agencies are in absolute 



and It is also the head booking office 
of the Sullivan-Consldlne circuit for 
vaudeville performers. At both those 
olllces nothing could be done yester- 
day, as perfect chaos, reigned and ttie 
frantic appeals of managers and per- 
formers tor other dates swamped the 
forces and compelled a wait until the 
exact situation could be learned. It is 
necessary ilrst to take care of those 
in California, after which the otners 
will be sent where the time Is vacant. 
It is estimated that at least 3500 
theatrical people are affected by the 
earthquake, and the money losses will 
run to over $100,000. 

Oakland, April 1!).— While the dam- 
age resulting in Oakland is small in 
comparison with that at San Fran- 
cisco, the aggregate being estimated at 
several hundred thousand dollars, live 
lives were lost, all being crushed to 
death In a rooming house. The dead 
are:

One of the buildings to suffer most 
was the Franklin school on Tenth 
avenue and East Sixteenth street, 
which is in course of . construction. 
The walls are split and cracked all 
around the building, and the entire 
front on Ninth avenue, as well as the; 
other wall facing Sixteenth street, will 
have to be rebuilt. The damage sus- 
tained is estimated at nearly $50,000. 
The Rose lirlek ompany's works are a 
total wreck. The huge 95-foot brick 
smokestack was hurled to the ground. 
The walls of the pan-room and the 
kiln-room are demolished and the 
roofs caved in, burying the machinery. 
Charters Special Train 
Seattle, April 19. — Howard James, 
vice-president of the Great Northern 
Steamship Company, unable to with- 
the suspense of not knowing 
what had befallen his wife ami daugh- 
ter, chartered a special train ami left 
for San Francisco. Mr. James re- 
turned from a trip through California 
last Friday, leaving his wife and 
daughter Helen stopping in the St. 
Francis Hotel, .San Francisco. Among 
tho first reporffc received of the disas- 
ter to the city was a message stating 
that the St. Francis was on lire. Find- 
| ing that it was impossible to telegraph 
to San Francisco, Mr. James at once 
secured the special and left for the 
South. The train will make a record 
run, as it lias a clear track and the 
engineer is under orders to keep the 
throttle open. 

Being fearful for the safety of their 
famllle 

travelers, wliose homes are in San 
Francisco, have chartered a special 
train on the Northern Pacific for that 
city. 

Seismograph Records 

Washington, April 19.— The San 
Francisco earthquake was recorded by 
the seismograph of the weather bureau 
at Washington at 8:30 a. m. (Eastern 
time) yesterday. At 12 o'clock the 
instrument was still vibrating, show- 
ing shocks were still occurring. The 
weather bureau issued the following 
report: 

"The great San Francisco earthquake 
of April IS, 11)06, was registered upon 
the Boschomori seismograph at the 
weather bureau oliice at Washington, 
beginning at tl hours, 10 minutes, 20 
seconds, 75th meridian time. The rec- 
ord shows a disturbance of consider- 
able magnitude at Washington, al- 
though not severe enough to be fell 
by individuals. 

"The stronger wave motion began at 
8:25 a. m., that is, about live minutes 
after the ilrst Imperceptible tremors. 
The recording pen was carried entirely , 
oil the record sheet by the violence of | 
the motion from S:32 to S:35 a. m. 

"After the latter time the motion 
gradually diminished over a longer 
period of time, but did not entirely 
cease until about 12:35 11. m. 

"The vibratory motion of the ground 
at Washington was really a compara- 
tively slow and deliberate motion, each 
back and forth movement taking 15 to 
20 seconds of time. Tho largest move- 
ment of the ground registered before 
the pen went off the sheet amounted 
to about four-tenths of an inch, or a 
to and fro movement nearly one-half 
Inch in the surface of the earth in this 
city."

Losses— Earthquake Not 
Covered. 



THE RISKS ARE ABOUT $250,000,000 



Foreign Corporations Will Lose 
Heavily as Result of the 
Great Disaster.

Its loss ratio for a period of years lias 
been the lowest, less than Si per cent, 
of any oilier city in Hie country, iu 
spite of an unusual proportion of frame 
construction. Today's losses, however, 
will more than wipe out all the profit 
for the last 50 years; just us tlie com? 
panics, figuring interest, will never get 
even oil Chicago business for Hie losses 
in tho great lire here. 

. Enjoyed Very Low Rate 
As a result of tliial unusually favor- 
able experience rales were low in San 
Francisco, and all the companies wrote 
very liberally. On the other hand, the 
proportion of insurance to value was un- 
usually .sum II, partly because of the ov'i 
orconlidenec resulting from long im- 
munity from heavy Josses, ami also be- 
cause there is no co-insurance clause iu 
use there as is the rule' in other large 
cities, requiring the owner to carry a 
certain proportion of insurance to value.

No Buildings Fireproof 
This, however, overlooked the con- 
flagration hazard as the experience on 
lireproof buildings at Baltimore was that 
their losses ran from 50 fo 75 per cent. 

The total San Francisco premiums in 
1903 were .f2,US5,5 10. of which $1,- 
GJ5,710 was written in American com- 
panies and $1,340,830 in foreign com- 
panies. Tlie latter proportion is much 
larger than that held by foreign compan- 
ies in the country at large, as they have 
always specially developed tht Coast 
business. Several companies that are 
never heard of iu this pari of the coun- 
try are large writers on the Pacific 
const. 

The Rhiue & Moselle, for instance; 
which writes nowhere but on the Paci- 
fic coast, had nearly $5,000,000 risked in 
San Francisco, standing eighth in the 
list. There were II).") lire companies do- 
ing business in the stale hist year. 

Much interest was manifested today 
in the situation of the Firemen's Fund, 
which is the leading San Francisco com- 
pany. It was generally supposed that 
it would have the largest amount at risk, 
hut. in fact, it stands third. An unusual 
proportion of its liability, too, is on pre- 
ferred business, dwellings and contents, 
as is natural in the case of n home com- 
pany, it having been trimming its lines 
in the business district, where most of 
the loss WOS suffered. Its premium in- 
come in the city hist year was $77,008, 
while the Home Fire A- Murine, owned 
by it, had $31,103, making $108,711 al- 
together, 

It was held by insurance men, figuring 
from tlie l!»l>"> statistics, that in general 
there was $80 liability for every dollar 
premium, giving the two companies 
Only a small 



proportion of this, however, was involved 
while there is the question of liability on 
'he buildings shattered by tlie earth- 
quake that afterward had lire losses. 

The Hartford hud $72,236 in premiums 
and the New Yuri; Underwriters, owned 
by it, had $77,552, milking a total of 
$151,100, or a tolal at risk of about 
$12,000,000. The California fire, which 
only resumed business hist year, had 
premiums' of $32,585 and the Pacific 
Underwriters had S'JO.dlSH. 

Life Companies Hard Hit 

No word was received yesterday by 
their Chicago representatives from any 
of the San Francisco companies, owing 
to the lack of wires, It is expected that 
the life anil casually companies will be 
hard hit. The Paeifiq Mutual, which 
was recently, amalgamated with the Con- 
servative of Dos Angeles, will be n dou- 
ble sufferer, as the Pacific Mutual wrote 
both life and accident insurance, It had 
the largest business on the (.'oust Inst 
year. 

Insurance companies were in a very 
unpleasant situation today. They ail 
knew that they were in for enormous 
losses, hn! had no way of getting any 
details, The life, casualty and liability 
companies had the satisfaction, however, 
of knowing thill the worst of their 
losses were over. The lire companies,

If a building or any part thereof falls, 
except as a result of fire, all insurance 
by this policy on such building or its 
contents shall immediately, cease. . j

fell, in order that the claimant might 
collect from the insurance corporation.

Gernrdy differs little In appearance from 
the young man. then billed as a prodigy, 
■who played the 'cello SO UlUgriiflceBtly 
When be appeared with Ysaye, his distin- 
guished fellow countryman, some years 
ago; he shows the years thai have passed, 
and bis hair Is uol as lung Us of yore, 
though still as rebellious. Uis perform- 
ance upon bis chosen Instrument, bow- 
ever, Is Improved, and the Gerard; of to- 
day Is an Incomparable artiste. To listen 
hi the strains uf his 'cello one's musical 
soul Is cloyed, for, without doubt, Ger- 
ardy Is an artiste. 

He has matured In his art, this being 
recognized at once" In Ibe llrst number, 
Snlnt-Saeus' First Concerto, a number or 
a character to test the artiste's sense of 
moderation, abounding In legato passages, 
largely on n single siring. In which' It 
Were easy for the slides and slurs to be 
overdone. The attack was llrm and imme- 
diate, and the auditor wns carried from 
passage to passage with such delightful 
effect. The spell was cumulative, and the 
emotions were effectively lead. At t lines 
virile, playing with u verve that stirred 
bis waving locks, I bough never with 
frenzy, lie capably handled the various 
numbers.

Ottawa, April 20. — (Special) — A vote 
of $100,01)0 passed the Commons today 
for the relief of the sufferers in San 
Francisco. Hon. Mr. Fielding, minis- 
ter of finance, in announcing the gov- 
ernment's Intention; said: "I have a 
matter of urgency to bring up with 
reference to the disaster which has 
come upon one of the groat cities of 
the neighboring republic. I think the 
information which iias now reached us 
through the press is sufficient to give 
assurance that the disaster Is of very 
widespread character and that there 
will be need of generous assistance 
from liberal-minded people of all 
parts of the world. At till events 1 
am sure that this parliament, repre- 
senting the people who represent the 
northern half of this continent, will be 
glad to share In an opportunity of 
ministering to the assistance of our 
fellow men In San Francisco. I pro- 
pose, therefore, to present a message 
from His Excellency recommending a 
grant of $100,000 as a contribution 
from the people of Canada to the af- 
illeted people of San Francisco." 
(Applause)'. 

Opposition Leader Seconds 

Mr. Borden — "I do not think there 
are any members of this House who 
do not cordially support the govern- 
ment in this proposal. The disaster 
to the city of San Francisco is one 
which almost staggers our belief — one 
which we are hardly able to under- 
stand. We have had substantial 
proofs In the past of the sympathy of 
the people of the United States in 
times of disaster to Canadian citizens. 
I wish merely to add that In the pres- 
ence of an appalling disaster such as 
this, and for the purpose of rendering 
aid on such occasions as this, the' 
two nations are one." (Applause). 

The message was received and re- 
ferred to the committee of supply.

No cheek was kepi 
upon the company. The government 
had blanketed practically the whole of 
continental Europe and put it under tri- 
bute to the company. Even when He- 
brews were sent out by philantroplc so- 
cieties a bonus was paid to the com- 
pany. He alluded lo the difficulty the 
opposition experienced in finding out the 
facts a Lout the company. Finally on 

telegraphing to Lord Strathconn they 
found that up to 11)05 the company was 
not an entity. !i was 

A Concealed Falsohood 
Articles of association showed thai its 
headquarters were in the island of 
Guernsey and that its capital was only 
three thousand pounds sterling. The 
three Siftonians concerned Sifton, Smart 
and Preston were guilty either of ignor- 
ance, unmixed fraud or deliberate de- 
ception. Mr. Foster said the govern- 
ment should pay no bonus for such immi- 
grants as the Atlantic Trading com- 
pany were concerned with. He ridi- 
culed the claim that the company was 
doing or could legally do anything the 
government agents could not do them- 
selves. Summing up the situation, Mr. 
Foster said an officer of the govern- 
ment, Smart, made a secret contract for 
ii million dollars with ti company tlml 

never existed and then slid out of his 
position to enter the service of the com- 
pany. The contract he said was 
An Unmitigated Fraud 
and a disgrace. He condemned the 
prime minister and the minister of fi- 
nance for paying $200,000 to a com- 
pany which was not a legal entity. Jin 
reviewed the charges of fraud connected 
with 'he department or the interior con- 
cluding willi this million dollar contract 
with (I headless, homeless, houseless, 

moustrocity into which Sifton poured 
hundreds of thousands of Canadian mon- 
ey. "WIlO takes I hem out," he asktd. 
Turning to Sir Wilfrid Lauricr, Mr. 
Foster reminded him thai ho brought 
Mr. Sifton from the wesi ami deserved 
no sympathy for what was happening. 
"Your sins." said Sir. Foster, "are com- 
ing home lo you." Concluding, Mr. Fos- 
ter moved thai the contract should be 
cm ncclled, 

Hon. Mr. Oliver charged Mr, Foster 
with being an opponent of Immigra- 
tion. He said the effect of Mr. Slf- 
ton'S policy on Immigration was an 
Increase of $800,000,000 In the value of 
the lands of Canada, The govern- 
ment had no excuse lo offer for this 
particular contract. 

Mr. Oliver's Flippant Reply 

Mr. Borden asked who members of 
the company are and who (hey were 
before the incorporation of the com- 
pany in 1005, and got from Mr. Oliver 
the reply, "I have not the faintest 
Idea."
